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THE PACIFIC RAILWAY FIGHT. 
The scene which occurred in the Senate 
on Tuesday daring the debate on the Pa­ 
cific railway funding bill, was in many re­ 
spects a remarkable one. 
It was what is 
usually called in legislative parlance, a 
regular flelJ-Jay. The bill is an important 
one, both to the people and to the mag­ 
nates of the Pacific railway company. The 
bill had been before the Senate for some 
Ume, and bad been debated more or less 
tor nearly a month. It was Introduced by 
Mr. Thurman, of Ohio, and it provides that 
the I mon Pacific and tile Central Pacific 
Railway Companies shall pay into the 
treasury of the I'nited Slates, rn additional 
to the whole of the government earnings 
not to exceed for the former company 
$150,000, and for ibe latter 300,000 per 
year. The government has heretofore re -1 
tamed all the government earnings, a1- 
though oik-half of them has been due to 
the companies. 
In other words, the bd 
compels the l o ion Pacific's company to 
set apart as a sinking fund each year for 
thirty years to come, five per cent, of the 
net earning* with which to meet the 
bonis ot that road at w iturity. Of these 
bonds there are a hiile over 64 million doh 
lars, an i draw ism p j^ cent, currency in­ 
terest. 
The bill was introduced fur ihe reason 
that it behooves the government to look 
after its Interest in that road. 
These G4 
minion bonds, running 3J years from l s05 
and 1*>09, were issued for the purpose ol 
aiding the gigantic enterprise. The road 
was completed, and with proper manage­ 
ment could be made to pay. 
Plaine aud 
several others opposed the passage of the 
Mil, and in answer to the argument of the 
Maine Senator, Thurman took occasion to 
say that if the corporations (the Uuiou and 
the Central Pacific companies) “should suc­ 
ceed in breaking down legislation at this 
time, it might be that the time won] J come 
when the voice of the people would be 
heard, and affairs placed in the hands of 
impartial men. 
The provision for the pay­ 
ment of the obligations cl corporations 
was purely aa administrative act, and re­ 
quired different application Horn time to 
time as circumstances changed, as new 
roads were built, as new men came into 
the directory, or as the stock was run up or 
down by bulls or bears. 
Yet it was pro- 
posed to tie the b*ads cl this sovereign 
administrative power behind its back for 
twenty-two years—nearly aa entire gener­ 
ation . He said that it might happen that 
the stock should pass into the hands of 
foreign holders, who might bedevil the 
roads and bring about a state of things 
where there would be no net earnings, the 
Interest of first mortgage bonds would not 
be paid, a n i all would po down in value. 
Yet the Senator from Maine, in the inno­ 
cence of his nature, supposing everybody 
was as honest as himself, would fold his 
hands and allow himsell to be put in a 
bag and placed in the custody of the Union 
Pacific railroad.’

spectacle was as astonishing as it was re­ 
markable, and shows how audacious aud 
arrogant men can be when, backed by 
wealth, they seek to widen and strengthen 
their influence an i power in a mighty cor­ 
poration like that of the Pacific railway. 
Every means possible to defeat the bill 
were used. The lobby tor the railway 
magnates fairly swarmed about the Senate 
Chamber. In the afternoon they vir­ 
tually

Capitol. 
Contrary 
to all customs and lo violation of the 
rules, they invaded the Chamber like an 
army of rats, and attempted to buttonhole 
the Senators. 
The President’s room in 
rear of the Chamber, which is held sacred, 
and is not allowed to b i used only by him 
and his cabinet, w^s ruthlessly opened, 
and was turned into a den for the thieves. 
Every nerve was being strained to rile 
over the Government and to defy the Sen­ 
ate. They were desperate in the extreme, 
and their ridiculous performances were 
potential in bringing about their defeat. 
Blaine, who is too .frequently unfortunate 
in getting on the wrongside when the pee 
pie and monopolies are contesting, became 
the champion for the grasping Gould. Ile 
makes many blunders, aud the one com­ 
mitted on Tuesday, is a serious one, the ef­ 
fects of which wnl not soon pass away. 
Despite the struggle of Jay Gould and his 
horde lo throttle the Government and rob 
the treasury, the bill was defeated by a 
vote of 4b to IO. 
The Wisconsin Senators 
did not vole being paired with absent Sen­ 
ators. Had they voted they would have 
supported the bill. 
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and as no friends of the cause of national­

I rom the Louisville, Ky., Conricr-Jonrual. 
A caye has been discovered on the firm 
of Mr. Henry O’Brien, cl Lyon county. 
The cave is in the high bluffs that over­ 
look the Tennessee river.

and his neighbors explored it the other 
day, and they were horrified to fiud seven 
skeletons tenanting the darkness. 
Judg­

that the mouth of the room in which they 
were found had been almost entirely ob­ 
structed by debris, which must have’ been 
many year*' In accumulating, it is probable 
mat the bones are those of some early 
aborigines of the Ohio aod Tennessee 
valleys.
